We  have  audited  the  financial  statements  of  the  Town  of  Sharon,  New  Hampshire  for 
the  year  ended  December  31,  1990,  and  have  issued  our  report  thereon  dated  February  9, 
1991. 

In  planning  and  performing  our  audit  of  the  financial  statements  of  the  Town  of  Shar- 
on, New  Hampshire  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1990,  we  considered  its  internal  control 
structure  in  order  to  determine  our  auditing  procedures  for  the  purpose  of  expressing  our 
opinion  on  the  financial  statements  and  not  to  provide  assurance  on  the  internal  control  struc- 
ture. 

The  management  of  the  Town  of  Sharon,  New  Hampshire  is  responsible  for  establish- 
ing and  maintaining  an  internal  control  structure.  In  fulfilling  this  responsibility,  estimates  and 
judgments  by  management  are  required  to  assess  the  expected  benefits  and  related  costs  of 
internal  control  structure  policies  and  procedures.  The  objectives  of  an  internal  control  struc- 
ture are  to  provide  management  with  reasonable,  but  not  absolute,  assurance  that  assets  aie 
safeguarded  against  loss  from  unauthorized  use  or  disposition,  and  that  transactions  are  execut- 
ed in  accordance  with  management's  authorization  and  recorded  properly  to  permit  the  prepa- 
ration of  financial  statements  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles. 
Because  of  inherent  limitations  in  any  internal  control  structure,  errors  or  irregularities  may 
nevertheless  occur  and  not  be  detected.  Also,  projection  of  any  evaluation  of  the  structure  to 
future  periods  is  subject  to  the  risk  that  procedures  may  become  inadequate  because  of  changes 
in  conditions  or  that  the  effectiveness  of  the  design  and  operation  of  polices  and  procedures 
may  deteriorate. 

For  the  purpose  of  this  report,  we  have  classified  the  significant  internal  control  stiiic- 
ture  policies  and  procedures  in  the  following  categories: 

Budget 

Cash  and  investments 
Revenue  and  receivables 
Expenditures  for  goods  and  services 
and  accounts  payable 

For  all  of  the  control  categories  listed  above,  we  obtained  an  understanding  of  the 
design  of  relevnnt  policies  and  procedures  and  whether  they  have  been  placed  in  operation,  and 
we  assessc<3  control  risk. 
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A  material  weakness  is  a  condition  in  which  the  design  or  operation  of  the  specific 
internal  control  structure  elements  does  not  reduce  to  a  relatively  low  level  the  risk  that  errors 
or  irregularities  in  amounts  that  would  be  material  to  the  financial  statement  may  occur  and  not 
be  detected  within  a  timely  period  by  employees  in  the  normal  course  of  performing  their 
assigned  functions. 

Our  consideration  of  the  internal  control  structure  would  not  necessarily  disclose  all 
conditions  in  the  internal  control  structure  that  might  be  considered  material  weaknesses  as 
defined  above.  However,  our  study  and  evaluation  disclosed  no  condition  that  we  believed 
constitutes  a  material  weakness. 

This  report  is  intended  for  the  information  of  management,  and  the  Board  of  Select- 
men. This  restriction  is  not  intended  to  limit  the  distribution  of  this  report,  which  is  a  matter 
of  public  record. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  SELECTMEN 

The  Selectmen  have  never  seen  times  as 
challenging  as  now.   In  years  past  we  have 
always  had  taxes  paid  when  due.   Tax  sales 
happened  but  were  always  redeemed.   The  newly 
adopted  tax  lien  procedure  means  that  the  town 
will  pay  the  taxes  and  will  be  reimbursed  when 
the  property  owner  finally  pays.   18%  interest 
is  added  after  the  proper  date.   The  Town  may 
wish  to  look  to  revert  to  the  tax  sale  pro- 
cedure where  the  taxes  are  advertised  for  sale 
to  any  one  who  will  pay  them  and  add  the  18?^ 
interest  figure  to  the  tax  bill. 

As  of  the  1990  Town  Meeting  the  town  is  on 
the  tax  lien  procedure.   This  is  fine  as  long 
as  the  town  has  plenty  of  money  to  pay  over- 
due taxes.   A  special  Town  meeting  may  be  nec- 
cessaary  to  change  the  tax  sale  /lien  method 
of  collection. 

The  Selectmen,  as  managers  of  the  Town 
Forest,  would  like  to  extend  a  public  note  of 
thanks  to  Richard  and  Deborah  Blair  for  the 
use  of  their  property  as  an  access  to  the  west 
part  of  the  Town  Forest.   If  the  town  had  not 
had  their  help  it  is  likely  that  the  timber 
harvest  in  that  area  would  not  have  been  possible. 

The  annual  update  of  the  fire  map  has  been 
done.   The  Peterborough  Fire  Department  uses 
the  map  when  responding  to  calls  in  Sharon.   As 
a  result  of  updating  the  map  we  would  like  to 
note  that  there  are  128  detached  dwelling  units 
in  town.  110  of  these  are  year  round  residences, 
12  are  seasonal  and  6  are  rentals. 

The  1990  Census  shows  that  we  have  299 
people  living  in  town. 

We  would  like  to  say  that  the  town  has 
$7,000.00  interest  from  the  Perry  Fund  to  pay 
for  any  voted  cause.   We  are  including  this 
amount  in  the  budget  should  the  1991 
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Bicentenial  celebration  need  some  financial 
support,  Mrs,  Perry,  a  Sharon  native,  always 
showed  much  support  for  the  town.   She  was 
a  Selectman,  a  Town  Clerk  and   Representative, 
all  in  the  same  year.  Her  spirit  will  be  with 
us  in  the  celebration. 

The  Selectmen  are  including  a  sum  of 
money  to  pay  for  interest  on  tax  anticipation 
notes.  These  are  short  term  notes  that  we 
may  have  to  float  in  the  interim  when  taxes 
are  due  but  we  have  no  money  to  meet  payments. 

Sharon  is  in  real  dire  of  industry.  We 
have  found  that  property  taxes  on  houses  can 
not  continue  to  pay  financial  obligations. 
Some  adjustments  may  have  to  be  made  to  the 
zoning  ordinances. 

We  would  like  to  acknowledge  the  efforts 
of  Bruce  Matthews  in  perambulating  the  town 
boundaries.   He  seems  to  have  limitless  energy 
in  this  interest  and  his  work  is  top  notch. 

The  fire-frequency  portable  radio  in  the 
custody  of  Fire  Warden  Bart  Goodeve  was  used 
this  summer  to  call  in  a  tragic  automobile 
accident  on  Route  124.   The  call  went  into 
Mutual  Aid  headquarters  in  Keene.  They  dis- 
patched the  Jaffrey  ambulance  under  a  mutual 
aid  compact  with  Peterborough  who  provides 
our  fire  and  ambulance  protection.  This 
incident  will  provide  the  best  example  of 
mutual  aid  involvement.  The  Southwestern 
New  Hampshire  Fire  Mutual  Aid  program  is 
a  model  for  the  rest  of  the  United  States. 
Enough  can  not  be  said  for  this  operation. 

The  Selectmen  have  enrolled  the  town  in 
a  self-insured  Workmen's  Compensation  plan, 
it  is  an  outgrowth  of  the  New  Hampshire 
Municipal  Association.  Our  total  premium  for 
1991  would  have  been  $877.00.  The  pool  gave 
us  a  credit  of  $255.00  so  we  paid  $621.00 
for  the  year.   The  placing  of  this  insurance 
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has  been  a  wise  one.   This  is  the  type  of 
saving  we  have  been  working  for* 

The  Selectmen  would  like  to  acknowledge 
the  fine  working  relationship  that  has  been 
established  with  the  New  England  Forestry 
Foundation. 

The  relationship  has  been  one  of  very 
high  caliber  from  the  original  dealings 
regarding  a  management  plan  for  the  Town 
Forest,  through  the  implementation  of  the  plan, 
and  continuing  through  the  actual  cuts.  A 
person  in  a  local  government  position  said  in 
affirmation. . ."Your  town  chose  the  right  groups. 
We  know  that  know. 

The  Selectmen  would  like  to  acknowledge 
the  excellent  work  of  Bruce  Matthews  and  Ken 
Callahan  in  clearing  the  Schoolhouse  Lot  of 
brush.   Their  efforts  have  removed  a  lot  of 
wooded  material  which  will  serve  to  save  the 
property  from  moisture. 

Any  questions  regarding  the  operation 
of  the  town  may  be  dirested  to  the  Selectmen. 
We  meet  on  the  second  Wednesday  of  the  month 
at  the  Brick  Schoolhouse  at  7O0PM.

REPORT  OF  THE  PLANNING  BOARD 

There  were  several  changes  in  board  mem- 
bership this  year.   Mike  Young  resigned  at  the 
end  of  1989  and  Sheron  Derby  agreed  to  come 
out  of  retirement  and  chair  the  board  until  a 
replacement  could  be  found.   Dave  Brown  and 
Don  Sullivan  were  appointed  to  the  board  and 
Don  was  elected  chairman  in  January  of  1991* 
Our  thanks  to  Kike  and  Sheron  for  many  years 
of  service  to  the  town. 

A  two  lot  subdivision  of  the  Niemi  parcel 
on  Jarmany  Hill  Road,  formerly  Hallberg,  was 
approved  but  the  approval  subsequently  lapsed 
through  failure  of  the  applicant  to  complete 
some  administrative  procedures.   A  two  lot 
subdivision  of  the  Dwight  Andrews  estate  on 
Cross  Road  was  approved.   A  rearrangement  of 
the  land  associated  with  the  Killian/Hansing 
house  on  Temple  Road,  then  owned  by  Cy  Gregg, 
was  disapproved.   Mr.  Gregg  appealed  the  dis- 
approval to  the  Superior  Court  and  we  are  in 
the  process  of  negotiating  a  settlement. 

As  a  result  of  the  current  litigation, 
because  of  the  inevitability  of  growth,  and  in 
response  to  changes  in  State  regulation,  the 
Planning  Board  is  forced  to  review  our  zoning 
and  subdivision  ordinances  with  a  view  to 
fashioning  a  defendable  compromise  between 
growth  and  the  preservation  of  Sharon's  dis- 
tinctive character.   Members  of  the  Conservation 
Commission  are  helping  us  with  the  review  pro- 
cess and  we  expect  to  enlist  the  aid  of  more 
citizens  as  time  goes  on.

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FORESTER'S  REPORT 

On  June  19,  1990  a  Special  Town  Meeting  was  held. 
It  was  voted  to  have  a  management  plan  prepared  for 
The  Robert  P.  Bass  Memorial  Town  Forest  by  the  New 
England  Forestry  Foundation. 

The  management  plan  included  an  inventory  of  the 
timber  by  volume  and  value,  a  review  of  the  health  and 
condition  of  the  forest,  the  advisability  of  saw  timber 
and  cordwood  harvesting,  an  evaluation  of  the  recreation 
and  wildlife  resources .and  a  forest  type  map. 

The  870  acre  Town  Forest  was  found  to  contain  some 
4,500,000  board   feet  of  timber  and  4,700  cords  of 
firewood  with  an  estimated  gross  value  of  about 
$384,000.   The  Town  Forest  has  about  8  miles  of  boundary. 

Much  of  the  forest  is  currently  pole  size  hardwood 
that  regenerated  after  the  1938  hurricane  and  1939  fire. 
A  large  portion  of  the  surviving  timber  was  was  either 
damaged  or  is  over  mature. 

Eight  timber  sales  are  prescribed  within  the  next 
10  years  to  remove  damaged,  diseased,  overmature  and 
low  value  timber.  Three  of  these  sales  are  now  in  progress. 
Two  are  accessible  from  Jarmany  Hill  Road  and  one  from 
McCoy  Read. 

Meadow  Brook  and  both  old  and  new  access  roads  can 
provide  and  excellent  opportunity  for  hiking,  fishing, 
hunting  and  observing  nature.   Evidence  of  a  healthy 
population  of  almost  every  kind  of  animal  common  to  this 
region  was  noted  during  the  timber  cruise. 

With  continued  proper  forest  management  the  Town 
Forest  will  see  an  eventual  increase  in  timber  volume, 
wildlife  habitat,  access  and  over  all  value. 

I  commend  the  Town  for  it's  investment  in  this  valuable 
natural  resource.

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A  HISTORY  OF  THE  SHARON  TOWN  FOREST 

Robert  P.  Bass,  a  Peterborough  resident  and 
Governor  of  New  Hampshire  from  1911  to  1912,  was  very 
involved  in  establishing  good  forestry  practices.   He 
consolidated  a  large  number  of  acres  in  Sharon  on  which 
to  carry  out  his  plan.   By  1908  he  had  all  the 
Necessary  land  under  his  ownership. 

Many  plantings  were  done  and  progress  seemed  to  be 
underway.   In  1938  a  terrible  hurricane  blew  down  most 
of  the  trees  in  his  project.   A  salvage  operation  was 
started  but  not  all  of  the  damaged  trees  could  be  saved. 
Further  disaster  struck  in  May  of  1939. 

A  forest  fire  started  in  the  west  part  of  town  and 
swept  across  most  of  his  tree  farm  resulting  in  con- 
siderable fire  damage  to  young  trees.   This  damage  is 
still  evident. 

These  twin  didasters  did  not  leave  much  of  any 
value  and  the  project  was  abandoned. 

The  acquisition  of  the  Robert  P.  Bass  Memorial  Town 
Forest  began  as  a  result  of  a  phone  call  in  1974. 

Mrs.  John  A.  Bross  offered  the  Town  a  large  part  of 
her  land  which  she  acquired  out  of  the  settlement  of 
her  father's  estate. 

Proceedings  were  immediately  initiated  to  bring  the 
property  under  Town  ownership.   This  effort  took  1  year. 

The  land  was  purchased  with  a  grant  from  the  Bureau 
of  Outdoor  Recreation,  a  branch  of  the  Department  of  the 
Interior.   The  funding  was  obtained  by  the  sale  of  off- 
shore drilling  rights  and  leases. 

The  exact  acreage  was  unknown  but  has  since  been 
computed  to  be  about  750  acres.   The  total  cost  to  the 
Town  was  $20.00  which  covered  the  cost  of  recording  the 
deed.
